She was unable to eat in the c riin a ry way 
and vr»3 fed w ith a spoon. 
Oa T hurs­ 
day th e bodv was interred in plot five of 
M ountain View 
Cem etery. 
This 
plot 
is above the vaults, is near the Pied­ 
m ont road, and is an isolated p art of the 
cem etery. 
The case w ould be m ost in te r­ 
esting for scientific exam ination, and the 
m other, appreciating th is fact, placed a 
wire and a piece of paper near th e top of 
the grave. 
The day after the burial M rs. 
Loeper visited the cem etery to strew some 
flowers on th e grave. 
She observed the 
rem oval of her little signs, and im m edi­ 
ately Burmiscd th a t th e grave had been 
opened. She reported the fact a t the office 
oi the cem etery, and the earth was removed 
from th e grave. 
The coffin was em pty. 
The upper half of the lid had been taken 
off and the body taken out. 
T he clothing 
had been cut from the body and w as lying 
in the grave. 
J . S. Collins, A cting Super­ 
in tendent of the Cem etery, im m ediately 
w ent w ith M rs. Loeper to th e police office 
to report tho robbery of the grave. 
A fter 
consideration M rs. Loeper swore out a 
search w arraut, and arm ed w ith this pro­ 
cess a po3se of officers, under Sergeant 
Chase, visited th e California Eclectic M edi­ 
cal College, on Clay street near E leventh. 
The body ot th e girl was found on a dis­ 
secting table. 
The body was 
in 
the 
same condition as when buried, except 
th a t 
the 
hair was cut from the head. 
The body was taken to the M orgue, where 
it now lies. 
Strenuous efforts are m aking 
to discover the robbore, b ut thus far no a r­ 
rests have been made. Dr. D. D. Crowley, 
Secretary and one of the faculty of the 
Eclectic College, in reply to a question ask­ 
ing by whom the body had been brought to 
the College, said th a t he was not prepared 
to answ er. 
The faculty would investigate 
the m atter, and until such tim e as the in­ 
vestigation be made, he could n ot answer.

IMPORTANT 
CONVOCATION. 


The sundry civil bill passed by the last 
Congress provides means to enable the 
President to have the United States ably 
represented at the Experimental Electrical 
Convention, to be held at Paris next Oc­ 
tober. 
At the initial conference, held last 
fall, at which Professors Trowbridge and 
Howland represented this country, it was 
resolved to ask the great Governments, by 
domestic commissions, to conduct electrical 
experiments for one year on indicated lines, 
and report the result at the general con­ 
vention of 1883, 
The main purposes of 
these experiments was to be the determina­ 
tion of a standard unit for measuring the 
force of electrical currents, the investiga­ 
tion of the phenomena of atmospheric 
electricity, auroral disturbances, etc. 
It is 
expected aUo that experiments in the stor­ 
age of electricity will be considered as in­ 
cidental to the main objects of the convoca­ 
tion, 
To this date the State Department 
has not been able to secure the services 
of eminent electricians to make the do­ 
mestic 
experiments, 
because 
there is 
no 
provision 
for 
paying 
them for 
their time. 
It is bclieved'nt Washington, 
however, that gentlemen skilled in the 
matter will be induced to accept in time 
to conduct the preliminary investigations. 
It will be a lasting disgrace to the country 
if we should fail in this respect. The Paris 
Convention promises to be one of the most 
important scientific assemblies ever called 
together, and the result of its deliberations 
are of the utmost importance to commerce, 
to navigation, to agriculture, to meteoro­ 
logical inquiry, etc., and to have the body 
assemble with no report from this conti­ 
nent upon matters that have been already 
much investigated will cause sincere regret 
the world over. 
It is of interest here to 
note that Professor Barker, an eminent 
electrician of the Pennsylvania University, 
in a recent discourse accompanied by ex­ 
periments by Edison and the Faura com­ 
pany, held that “ storage of electricity ” is 
incorrect aB a definition of the storing of 
electrical energy. 
That power which is 
conferred on a body by a change of posi­ 
tion is a gift of energy. 
Storage of elec­ 
tricity is imparting to a substance the 
power to do work, and this power may be 
retained or set free at wPl. 
This impart­ 
ing of electrical energy he looks upon as 
the most important element in electrical 
acience. 
The storage is not only possible, 
but feasible, and will contribute to the 
world’s advancement immensely. 
Elec­ 
trical energy may be stored, locked up, 
carried about and used at will, and in that 
fact the importance of all investigations "of 
the subject is revealed. 
At the Paris con­ 
vention it ia hoped that this subject will be 
specially treated, and with resulting bene­ 
fit to the whole world.

CHANCE 
FOR 
WOMEN. 


From the synopsis of the decision of the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday in 
the most recent debris case, it is gleaned 
that Judge Sawyer, ia overruling the de­ 
murrer of the defendant hydraulic miners, 
holds that an action against several who 
ponr mining debris into streams by which 
damage results to the plaintiff, is in proper 
form as to parties. 
That the defendants 
need not be proceeded against severally, 
notwithstanding there is no conspiring to­ 
gether to send the debris down upon the 
plaintiff. Tneir co-operation, which canses 
damage, the natural consequence of the 
several acts when the debris is commingled 
in one indistinguishable mase, constitutes 
a single cause of action.

act of one standing alone might not be suf­ 
ficient to warrant proceeding?, yet the com­ 
bined acts of the many, done with the 
knowledge of the inevitable final damage, 
¿ i ves the party injured the right to proceed j 


Congress, in paesing the civil service 
reform bill, budded better than it intended. 
There is nothing in the bill regarding the 
powers of the Commission that makes any 
distinction between the sexes.

WOOL-GROWERS’ 
CONVENTION. 


The proposition to hold a Wool-growers’. 
Convention in Sacramento on one or more 
days of th3 next exposition of the State 
Agricultural Society meets with much 
favor, and there appears to be a general 
acquiescence as to time and place. 
Wool 
interests in California may be much en­ 
hanced by unity of effort and exchange 
of views among all engaged in the in­ 
dustry. 
The time selected is at a date 
when the result of the clip for 1882 will be 
known with reasonable certainty, and the 
place and occasion will enable tbe wool- 
growers and dealers to meet representative 
men from all parts of the State. Properly 
conducted, the convention can bo made the 
means of imparting much useful inform­ 
ation, and of greatly stimulating the in­ 
dustry to be considered by the delegates, 
and we presume the door will be open to 
all parties engaged in wool-growing to any 
considerable extent. 


DAVITT’S 
ADVICE. 


For the second time Davitt has felt 
called upon to warn his people that friend­ 
liness to the dynamite policy on their part 
is idiotic, insane and criminal. 
Perhaps 
Irishmen in Ireland and England will 
presently heed the words of the man they 
have been accustomed to look upon as a 
leader and a counselor. 
It is scarcely to 
be expected, however, that they will have 
any effect upon the fanatics of New York 
of the O'Donnovan Rossa stripe, although 
it is to be noted that somebody has muz­ 
zled liossa ; but, while hit tongue is still, 
he continues to write letters, and to fur­ 
nish reporters with sensational pantomimic 
expressions. 
We must not affect surprise 
that the English people look upon America 
just now in an unfriendly spirit, since 
under the privilege of our laws such as 
Rossa may plot assassination to be exe­ 
cuted in London. 


Tint Gov ernment is to introduce a severe bill in 
the English Parliament, intended to citeck dynamite 
work. 
It makes the penalty tgr causing explosions 
by which life or property is imperiled, penal service 
for life. 
An attempt to cause an explosion, or the 
making or keeping of explosives, is to be punished 
by twenty years of imprisonment, and the making 
of explosives or the keeping of them under suspi­ 
cious circumstances is to be punished by fourteen 
years of imprisonment. 
Ihis action was exactly 
what might have been expected. 
The dynamite 
assassins will find that with every murder or at­ 
tempted murder the cause they advocate will be 
rendered less and less possible of success. 


The Placer Ilerald considers the ioothill region 
the moet desirable as to climate aDd production, 
and says that the rapid settlement of all that region 
evinces a due appreciation of these advantages.

CALIFORNIA. 


Tho Case of W oodrutf v*. N orth Bloom- 
tield G ravel M ining C om pany—Decision 
of Ju d g e Saw yer. 
S a n F r a n c isc o , April 9;b.—Judge Sawyer 
this momicg, in the United States Circuit 
Court, rendered a decision on the demurrer in 
the caso of Edward Woodruff vs. the North 
Bloomfield Gravel Mining Company et s’. 
This is a bill brought against several hy­ 
draulic mining compaoi’?, owning mines at 
various points cn the Yuba river and its trib­ 
utaries, to restrain thsm from discharging 
debris into the streams. Defendants de­ 
murred to the bill, and the two points relied 
on are misjoinder of defendants and mnltifa- 
riousness, in this, that each defendant is pur­ 
suing its business severally, without any con­ 
nection with the others, and without any 
joint interest or joint actiin ; that the cause 
of action is distinct and several against each, 
and neither defendants nor the several canses 
of action can be joined in the same euit. 
Second, that the co tenant of complainant 
is an indispensable party to the euif, and that 
it cannot be maintained without making him 
a party either as plaintiff or defendant. 
Judge Sawyer, in his decision, says : After 
careful examination and analysis of tho nu­ 
merous authorities cited on the first point, I 
am entirely satisfied th at under tho princi­ 
ples of equity jurisprudence as established in 
England, the U nited States adopting that 
system, there is no misjoinder rf defendants, 
and th at the bill is not multifarious in the 
particulars suggested. 
If is true th at each 
defendant is independently working its own 
mines, without any conspiracy or pre-concert 
of understanding; but they all pour their 
mining debris into several streams, which 
they know must, by the force of currents, be 
carried down into the main river, where they 
commingle into one indistinguishable mass 
*ong before they reach the point where the 
nuisances 
complained 
of are committed 
and damages 
are 
created. 
Thia com­ 
mingling of the debris 
discharged into 
various stream s by the Beveral defendants, 
and passing cn to work the destruction al­ 
leged ; this aggregation of waste material 
which creates the nuisance, is a necessary 
and natural consequence of the action of the 
several defendants, and they m ust respect­ 
ively bo presumed to know and to contem­ 
plate these natural and known physically 
necessary results. 
There is a common inter­ 
est in the right claimed to discharge debris 
into streams. 
Defendants claim a common, 
though not joint, right. 
The final injury is 
a single one—the siogle result of the com­ 
bined operation of this debris—and all de­ 
fendants co-operate in fact in producing it. 
No damages are so u g h t; only equitable re­ 
lief is demanded by restraining future action 
and futura contribution by each to the nui­ 
sance. 
No inconvenience nor additional costs 
can result to the several defendants to the 
suit from being joined with the otherr, who 
also contribute to tho same nuisanca by orig. 
inally independent action—action in its first 
inception and first Btages several, but ulti­ 
mately co-operaticg to produce the nuisance. 
On the contrary, it la convenient to dispose 
of it in one case, and costs are diminished to 
each individual rather than increased by a 
single suit. 
The adm inistration of justice is 
thus facilitated. 
In fact, it is the only 
adequate mode of proceeding in cases like 
this. 
I think the bill not demurrable on the 
ground of tni-joinder of defendant or m ulti­ 
fariousness. 
I am satisfied, also, th at defend­ 
ant is entitled to m aintain the suit without 
joining his co-tenant, or making him defend­ 
ant. 
H is interest is severed, but by unity of 
possession his interest is capable of being in­ 
jured, and he is entitled to have it protected, 
whatever course.his co-tenant may see fit to 
pursue. 
None of tho pcinto on demurrer re­ 
lied on are tenable. 
The demurrer to the bill 
m ust therefore be overruled, with leave to 
answer on or before the next rule day (May 
1st) of this Court. 
After rendering his opinion, Judge Sawyer 
remarked that he had not decided upon the 
question of, granting a preliminary injunction. 
He advised counsel for defendants to speed 
the case as much as possible, as the que8tion 
involved therein was one of vast importance 
to the people of the State, and thus hasten ils 
final termination. He also advised counsel 
to take testimony as to the practicability of 
building dams in rivers bo large os these to 
prevent the flowing in of the debris; also 
that after the decision had been rendered by 
the Court ia the case, the matter might be at 
once ready for transfer to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 
R ailroad C om m issioners’ M eeting. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , April 9th .— T h e Railroad 
Commissioners m et to-day. 
Commissioner Carpenter submitted a long 
communication from A. A. CoheD, relative 
to fares and freights. 
It was ia relation to 
questions put by Carpenter. 
Haniscn was present to Ergne the case of 
Harrison vs. Tho Central Pacific Railroad, 
but argument was deferred until next Mon­ 
day, when Harrison will open the case. 
The examination of Charles Crocker was 
taken up. Witness stated that tho coBt cf 
buildicg the Central Pacific, when reduced to 
a i old basis, was §03,000,000. This did not 
represent the value of the stock, but the 
actual cost. 
Foote asked if the estimate of the cost of 
the road made by Mr. Towne (§178*00,000) 
included the par value of the stcck ? 
Mr. Crocker stated that the cost given by 
Mr. Towne was up to the present time. A 
great deal of building has been done sinoo 
Mr, Huntington had prepared his estimate. 
Ho thought §178.000,000 included the value 
of tho stock. 
It was arranged that the Board should ad­ 
journ until Thuimlay morning, when Mr. 
Crocker and Chief Engiceor Gray wiil ap­ 
pear for further examina! ion. 
Carpenter, prior 
to 
adjournment, an­ 
nounced that Mr. Towne had sent a letter to 
the Commission, saying that if F. M. Slattr, 
who had stoppe j off on the Southern Pacific 
and been obliged to pay his fare, and who 
had complained to the Board, would come to 
the company’s office, hie claim would be 
settled. Carpenter said Mr. Towne had sent 
thia letter voluntarily, and not at the sugget- 
tionof the Commission. 
The M ayor’s Teto Sustained. 
San F rancisco, April 9ib.—At the meet­ 
ing of the Board cf Supervisors to-night the 
veto of Mayor Bartlett of the order calling 
for the 8500,000 bond election, war unan­ 
imously eustaiued, and the other resolution 
pertaining to the same subject was indefi­ 
nitely postponed. 
Chinese for H onolulu—C o n trab an d Goods. 
San F r a n c is c o , April 9th.—The steam­ 
ship Ci’y of Sydney, which sailed to-day for 
Sydney, carried 341 Chinese passengers for 
Honolulu, all of whom, for some few weeks, 
have been quartered in the hulk China. 
Twenty-six pounds cf opium, valued at 
8208, was found in the Arabic last Saturday 
night.

E d s . R e c o r d U nion : A s your paper ha3 
a large circulation throughout the district 
that I have been representing on the Board 
of Horticulture, I respectfully ask spice of 
your columns to give the reasons that made 
me resign the position of member of that 
Board. 
A t the meeting of the new Board 
cf Horticulture, of which the Kecoed-Union 
has given a fair and correct account, I urged 
upon the Board to postpone the election of 
“ Inspector of Fruit Pest-,,” so as to give a 
chance to every member cf the Board to be 
present and help in «electing a “ competent ” 
parson for that responsible office. I repre­ 
sented to tho Bocrd that a too short notice 
had teen given the membsrs of the Board 
to m eet; aad such undue haste did look to 
me as if 
the

that issued that 
c a ll,

Boggs, 
did 
not 
w art 
a 
full 
attendance 
of 
the 
Board 
to 
organize and “ elect.” My feare were well 
founded, for six on¡y of the Commis i ,ner8 
were on hand. To show the haste of the 
proceeding», let me state that after the organ­ 
ization and election of Inspector I aacer 
tained that Mr. Wilson and myself wero the 
only members that had taken the oath of of­ 
fice, rendering it necessary that the other 
members of tne Board should take the oath 
before doing any further business and to ren­ 
der legal what had already been done. 
My idea of the Bcar.l of Horticulture was 
that it had been created to foster the horti­ 
cultural interests of the State and to provide 
for tha extirpation of fruit and fruit tree 
pests; 
but 
I 
was 
s d y 
mistaken 
on 
that 
pciui, 
for 
I 
fonnd 
this 
Board to bo rather a Pioneers’ Mutual Ad­ 
miration Society, and before I had got over 
my astonishment, and while contemplating 
Section 6 of the horticultural bill, which 
reads as follows: “ The said Board shall 
elect of their own number, or appoint from 
■without their number, a competent pereon, 
especially qualified by practical experience in 
horticulture for the duties of his office, who 
allall be known as Inspector of Fruit Pests,” 
etc., I was told, by the election of Mr. Boggs 
to that office, that a "N otary Public and 
real estate agent ” would do as well if not 
better than a “ practical horticulturist." I 
asked myself whether this was really the 
great Board of Horticulture of California. 
Bat, to 
still more confound 
me, after 
we had told Mr. Boggs that he was in­ 
competent to a c ta s “ Inspector of Fruit 
Pests,” and after my motion to recon­ 
sider the vote by which he was elected 
had been lost, one of the old pioneers made a 
violent aortb on the youngest members of the 
Commission. Says he, “ We old pioneers 
were planting wheat before those men were 
born,” at the same time pointing with his 
band at Messrs. Chapin and Gillet. “ What 
do w9 care,” continued the old pioneer, 
“ about book and scientific men; we are 
practical men, who work on the ground ; we 
learn by work and not by bocks.” And 
launching into the different branches of agri­ 
culture, the old pioneer landed in the U ni­ 
versity cf California, where the learned pro­ 
fessors of that famous institution got a knock 
upon the head and were treated as " green­ 
horns,” 
Mr. Chapin and myself, after adjourn­ 
ment, went straight to the Governor and 
tendered onr resignations. 
The Governor, 
whom I belive is well intentloned, seemed to 
be greatly annoyed at tbe failure of the 
Board at its first meeting, snd urged u» to 
stay and not to clesest tbe organization at a 
time that our presence might be most needed. 
In deference for the Governor, we concluded 
to remain, so as to permit the Board to fully 
organize, not wishing by our withdrawal to 
take the responsibility of leaving that body 
without a quorum, and, in so doing, break up 
the organization. But now that the Board is 
organized, and ready for business, for my 
part, I deem it a duty to my.elt to retire 
from a Board that acted so unwisely in 
ckoBing its Inspector. I cannotby my sileece, 
and by remaining on the Board, countenance 
the squandering of the people’s money in the 
education of a gentleman deficient in horti­ 
culture aud entomology, and at a salary of $150 
p;r month, with $750 for traveling expenses, 
when there are in the State scores of men 
who have given their time, money, talent 
and brains toward the stndy of horticulture, 
entomology, and the best remedies to prevent 
the spreading of fruit and fruit-tree pests 
and to check their ravages. 
I could not see 
what use 1 could be on that Board, the use­ 
fulness cf which had been destroyed by such 
an appointment. I therefore sent to the Gov­ 
ernor my resignation. 
Now I will add this : In this whole trans­ 
action somebody has been imposed upoD. 
In 
the first list of tbe members of tiie Board 
there did not appear the name of Mr. Boggs, 
but that of A. T. Ilatcb, of Solano, a prac­ 
tical horticulturist, and also that of Charles 
H. Dwinelle, Professor of Agriculture and 
Horticulture at the 
University, and ex­ 
President of tho old Beard of Horticulture, 
One or two days after those appointments 
were made 
Mr. 
Boggs was substituted 
in place of Mr. Hatch, and Mr. Kimball in 
place of Mr. Dwinelle. 
Not that Mr. Hatch 
had resigned or even intended to resign, for 
as Senator Buck, of Solano, stated to ms in 
Sacramento, Mr. Hatch 
in his presence 
learned that Mr. Boggs had been substituted 
in his place at the same time that he learned 
that he (Hatch) had been appointed on the 
Commission. But Mr. Boggs, who on h¡3 
own avowal has been working hard for the 
passage of the horticultural bill, seems to 
know to perfection the art of pulling wires. 
The next move of Mr. Boggs, after having 
secured a hold on the Board, wae, directly 
after he had been appointed, to call a meet­ 
ing of tbe Board on Bhort Dotice—just a few 
days—with the natural expectation that there 
would be a small attendance. 
In that he 
succeeded very well, and got away with the 
persimmons. 
I conclude by quoting you the following 
letter from W . B. West, of Stockton, and a 
member of the Board for the San Joaquin 
district : " Ycurs of tbe the 21 instant is 
just at hand. I agres with you in all of your 
points. 
The call for a meeting to organize 
is too hasty, and for what purpose such 
undue haste, I am unable to determine. 
I 
was so indignant that I immediately sent 
in my res’gnation. I t is a thankless and 
unprofitable office, and I do not want it. 
It Beems to me that gome one wants the 
situation of Horticultural Officer, the only 
one excjpl the Secretary that is paid. 
Hop­ 
ing that the Commission will be as useful to 
the State as passible, I remain yours, very 
truly.” And with Mr. West I say, in tho 
hope that the Commission will be a success,
